The Educf»* , «tal Conven- 
tion. 

The education^ mass meeting at the 
Hall of the House of Representative 
on Saturday, December 12, was an im- 
portant event. The hall was crowded 
to overflowing with an intelligent and 
appreciative audience, who 
highly delighted with the exercises. 
Hon. J. L. Scott, by request of the 
President, Thos. Hunter, presided over 
the meeting and Chas H. Parrent act- 
ed as secretary. After an appropriate 
opening prayer by Rev. O. C, Kelly, 
Thos. B. Ford delivered the address of 
welcome, which was responded to in a 
beautiful poetic address by Miss Katie 
Shipp, a young lady teacher of great 
accomplishments and intelligence. 
Prof.T. M. Hawes, the celebrated elo- 
cutionist, recited two pieces, one senti- 
mental and the other comic, in a man- 
ner which exhibited his extraordinary 
powers and brought down the house. 
Major Sianton recited his renowned 
poem, "The Moneyless man," which 
has immortalized him and made him 
famous as one of the leading poets of 
America. Thin poem is one which 
will be remembered as long as time 
shall last, so full is it of truth and pa 
thos. Miss Mary Merna very appro- 
priately read "The Answer to tht 
Moneyless Man" in an excellent man 
ner. Col. Scott read "Proud Miss 
McBride" in a manner that would 
have done honor to Saxe himself. An 
original poem by Mi-s Laura C. Ford, 
possessing considerable merit, was 
well received. Thos. B. Ford read an 
essay in rhyme on the school fund, 
which was funny and had perhaps 
more truth than poetry in it. It was a 
good natured hit at the School Fund 
system as at present conducted, and 
while there were a few rubs, it was 
clearly understood they were all made 
in a Pickwickian sense.
